Progress of Bulldiug in Atlanta. 

It is well koown that the cold 
and rigid climate ot Atlanta in winter prevents 
to a Certain extentany amount of building, In 
cold Weather the mortar freez»s aud can not be 
used with any successor satisfaction. For many 
winters —for months at atime—nota brick could 
be laid, and our people have nearly made up 
their mind that there is no use trying to doany- 
thing while the weather 1s so stubborp. Thx 
pr sent season, however, has been quite a quan- 
tity of building going on, not only in 
the city of Atlanta but in adjacent towns and 
tummer resorts. Yesterday we strolled through

to see what was going on in the way of building 
and were rewardod with much success. 

The Fist Presbyterian church is 
going up rapidly. For two or 
three days work was suspended for some rea 
800 OF other, but was resumed yesterday, and an 
additional number of workmen put on 80 as to 
hasten the comple:ion of the edifice. 

The building will bea very handsome one, 
and will cost about $32,000. It is expected that 
it will be ready for occupation about the firs: of 
November. The congregation of this church 
under RevJ H Martin, meets every Sunday at 
the Northern MethouJist church on Marietta street 
where services wi/! ba held uatil ths church Is 
finished. This church whca completed will seat 
comfortably 1 000 persons. 

- Work on the Trinity Methodist church, on 
Peachtree street, at the juuctiou of Broad, bas 
been started again a‘ter a stoppage of about ten 
days. Weunderstand that no delay will occur 
hereafter, and that the:church will be pushed 
rapialy to completion. 

This will be, when finished, the 

LARGEST CHURCH IN THE CITY, 

and will be capable of holding a very iarge con 
gregation. It has always been favored with a 
large congregation, and the membership is ex- 
ceedingly large, probabiy one of the largest 10 
the city. We understand that the building will 
be ready for occupation by the time that the 
convention meets, which wili be about May. 

The United States court house aud postoffice, 
known to many as the cus.om house, is being 
rapidly pushed forward. A. additional num- 
ber of hands have been hired and put to work 
upon this building, among whom are a corps of 
stone carvers who do the fiuishing work 
This is done ou the inside of the buildine’ 
where the blocks of stone are to be used. It i: 
thought that the building will be ready for the 
officials of the United States department to 
move in and ccecupy itin

It 
is contemplated to make an addition tothe 
building which will add to the cost $10,( 00. 
The building will be of wood and it will be, it is 
expected, finished by the latter part of May. 

Mr B H Broombead has nearly completed 
building three residences on East Hunter street, 
ata cost of about $8 000, They are of brick and 
we understand have already been rented to re« 
liable tenants. 

Mr 1S Boyd has recently built a emall but 
very neat residence on th: corner of Peachtree 
and Hous'on streets ataco.tof about $5,000. 

Mr Waliace Boyd has completed his residence 
on Forsyth street, which is a very neat one, and 
adds much to the appearance of that section. 

MrJ H Porter, the courteous ticket seller at 
the union passenger depot, has in process of 
construction a fine store on Alabama street. 
The building is nearly completed, and will be 
ready for occupation in about ten days. 

The parsouege of the Central Presbyterian 
church on Washington street has been com- 
pleted, and isa very handsome one. It is occu- 
pied by Drd T Leftwich and family. 

Mr Julius L Brown has recently built a fine 
residence on Washington street, where he now 
resides. The cost of it, we understand, was 
about $5 0.0. 

MrT F Grady has built up almost a small 
town at the end of the street car line, near Mc- 
Donough street, fronting on McDonough and 
Frazier streets. Ip our perambuiations yester- 
day we were struck with tne neat appearance ot 
six very fine tenement houses,which he has just 
erected. The houses are so built that each 
house has free access and faces on the street, 
Three of them open on Grady’s ally, and the 
other three face on Frazer street. They are a)! 
double houses, four rooms each, and, for tene- 
ment houses, are the very best we have yet seen 
in Atlanta, as each house contains four rooms, 
well plastered, and furnished with terra cotta 
chimueys. He has also erected avery fine store 
on the premises, which, for convenience and 
comfort, is uneurpassed. The houses rented as 
fast as they were finished,and the place has now 
the appearance of a small Village. Mr Grady 
has furnished coustant employment to from 
twelve to fourteen laborers siuce last November. 
He has put down a pavement 158 feet long, 
which is equal to the best in the city, at his 
own expense, and has also had a sewer three 
feet deep ard 158 feet long laid through his lots. 
The whole is fe.ced in and each house divided 
off by a good, substantial fence. Each house 
hus a fine weil of water and every other conven- 
jience to be wishedfor The iots in the reer ot 
each of these houses furnish very fine gardens, 
which his tenants are now cultivating. Mr 
Grady deserves great credit in giving employ- 
ment to so many poor laborers during the winter 
months while times were so dull in Atlanta. At- 
lanta ought to have more such young, enter- 
prising and successful men as MrT F Grady. 

The above is only a partial list of the new im- 
provements going on in Atlanta. There are 
many houses being built and numerous addi- 
tions being made to buildings already comple- 
ted that have escaped our attention. Alter 
taking the rounds, we visited the offices of Mr.

THE DANCE OF DEATH. 


REVIEFW OF 1HE POSITION AND 
ARGUMENT OF RBAV. DR LEFI- 
WICH CONTINUED 
———-—- 900 - 

Some Rather Hard Point#« for the 

Doctor. 
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Editors Constitutwon: In closing my 
lasturticle 1 alluded to the utterances of Dr. 
Jettwich in reference to authorities, dignitics, 
ete, making some inquiries who in [the 
lreebyterian church exercises the power to 
dominate over the membership on pain of dam- 
nation. In thisconnection I desire to call at- 
tention to section 2, page 113 of the Co. fession 
of Faitb,or constitation of the church, whoich 
reads as follcws: *“God alone is Lord of the 
conscience, asd hath left it free from ‘he doc- 
trines and commandments 0 men, which are 
in anything contrary to his word, or beside it 
in ma'ters of fath or worship. So that to believe 
each doctrines or to obey euch commandments 
vutof conscience is to destroy true liberty of 
conscience; aud the requiring of an implicit 
jaith and an absolute and blind obedierce is to 
cestroy liberty of conscienc? and reacon also.”’ 
Oa page 115, sec. 4, is this ilanguage: **And 
because the powers which God hath ordained 
andthe liberty which Christ hath purchased 
are not Intended by God to destroy, but mutu- 
ally to uphold and preserve one anuther, etc.”’ 
Now the Confession of Faith seems to teach 
liberty of conscience here in clear terms, and to 
condemn any dictation from the 
powers which attempt to ~—_ enforce 
the commandments of men which 
sre in arything contrary to th» word of God or 
beside it in matters of faith or worship and to 
require au implicit faith and adsolute blind ode: 
dience in such Case as to destroy the jiverty of 
copecience. 

What right, then, has any doc.or of divinity, f 
presbytery, synad or assembly in matters that 
ere indifferent in themselves, to lay down rules 
in faith and practice contrary to the word of 
God or beside it, and require absolute and blind 
cbedience on pain of exciusion from the church? 
Corteiuly they possess no such powerand no 
jalmination of the penalty of disobedience tothe 
powers can drive the members of the Presby- 
terian church of this country to blind cbedience, 
if they possess the qualities which were pos- 
sessed by their Scotch predecessors. 

Now, has Dr. Leftwich produced a passage of 
Secriptare which condemns cancing in ali its 
formsas sinful? Ihavenotseenit. Has he pro- 
duced any passage of Scripture which condemns 
Cancizg in all its forms as sinful, by jus 
implication or inference, such asthe church 
would be justified in acting upon in excluding 
a member. 

Bu! has Doctor Leftwich produced any pas- 
sige of scripture that condemns dancing in all 
ites forms that would not likewir:e condemn all 
the amusements of social life; and the profes- 
sion or busicess of the merchant, tae busiaess 
and practice of law, the business of the plan- 
ter the pursuit of the banker, the dealer in real 
estate, the business of the nurseryman or 
florist, the profession of the artist, the business 
of the printer, the profession and practice of 
music or song, with almost all the other cail- 
ings and projessions of life. If dancing isa 
sin, becanse it fends to excess or abiise, BO are 
aimost ailthe o-her social amusements of life, 
because they fend to or may be carried to a sin- 
ful point 

Itia true Dr. Leftwich has introduced an ut- 
terance of the assembly which says ‘‘nor need 
the church have any hesitation in announcing 
its position on this subject, forthe men of the 
world, with one consent agree that it is incon 
sistent with the natare of the Christian profes 
sion, for members of the church to dance ”’ 

Now with the most profound respect for both 
the doctor and the utterance, Ido mot hesitate 
to state that it is not true in fi.ct, that the men 
of the world, or a majority of them, or evéaa 
respectable minority of them, condemn the 
dance, a8 practiced in good society, as incon- 
sistent with Christian characters, because men 
of the world read the Bible and they find noth. 
ing there condemning the dance. When the 
chureh bas made laws, not to be found in the 
Bible, condemning and denouncing the dance 
sndits members have consented to be bound 
by th.m, men of the world knowing that fact, 
criticise such members as then join in the dance, 
not because they believe it to be inconsistent 
with Christian character, but because it is dis- 
obedience to priestcraft or church made law by 
wuich they have consented to be bound. 

The profession or business of the merchant ie 
highly honorable and proper, within itself, and 
yet it tends to evil because some of the gr sseat 
frauds, most unmitigated swindles and most 
villainous transactions on earth are perpetrated 
by men engaged in this profession. If dancing 
is sinful because it tendsto evil, way then is 
not merchandise sinful for the same reason ? 
The p-actice of-law isan honorable profession, 
aud those who engage in it are generally men of 
learning, ability and personal integrity ; but 
there are members of the bar who degrade the 
profession, and are guilty of oppression, out. 
rage, wrong and great imposjtiou upon the 
community, committing sins as grievous as any 
that could result from the abuse of tue dance 
If daucing is sinful, because it may be abused, 
why is not the practice of law sinful aleo? 

The basiness of the planter is one of the most 
commendable practiced in society. Everything 
else is really dependent upon it, and yet some 
of our planters greatiy abuse it, and in sales of 
their grain, their stock and different produc- 
tious, practice great wrong ana injustice, and 
are guilty of great sins. And the doctor might 
even make the point again-t planting, eo far as 
we know, that our Lord did not choose any one 
from that profession as one of his apostles. But 
shall we say that planting iseinful, and licen 
tious, and tends to worldliness, and is evil, and 
therefore forbidden, because it is often made 
the subject of abus- and of open sin? 

All admit that banking isa legitimate busines, 
is practiced in all civiliz2d and christian coun, 
tries; and yet no profession or ca)ling is more 
subject to abuse, as the banker often has it in 
his power to practice extortion upon the needy, 
and to commit crimes in the management of hig 
money power much more heinons than would 
ikely be committed in excess from the dance. 
Shall we then license the banker and retain him 
nthschurch, and exclude him who dances, 
when one tends as much to evil as the other 
does ? 

Tio business of che dealer in real estate is tol- 
erated every where in christian countries, and it 
8 a proper and useful business, and yet many 
times great frauds, corruptions and abuses grow 
out of it. Tne doctor may say very justiy that 
it tends to evil, it tends to wordliness ; it tends 
to covetousness. Then why not prohibit it? 
We have another profession, that of the nur” 
seryman or florist, which is very useful, in the 
propagation of fruits and flowers of different 
kinds, and yet he has it inhis power, 
by palming off upon the public 
trees learing fruits entirely different 
from what he represenss, and bu!bs and roots 
bearing flowers different from those represented 
by him, to practice great wickedness and do 
great wrong. His profession, therefore, tends 
to evil, because much evil grows out of it, and 
much wrong is done in it; then why not prc- 
hibitit? 

Take as another illustration the art of print- 
ing, one of the most useful in all christendom, 
which enables authors and publicists, and mor- 
e liste, and divines and professors, and political 
economists, to pour forth floods of light to the 
people. But all know that this profession t nds 
grealy toevil. Many things appear in print 
thta are oi a demoralizing tendency, many 
things appear there which excite the licentious 
passions so strictly guarded by Dr. Leftwich. 
The press is made the m.dium of conveying to 
the people the doctrines of infidelity in all its 
forms; anG all sorts of immoralities have been 
encouraged by productions from the pross. 
Obscene pictures, and pamphietsa § and 
writings of various kinds have been enianated 
from the same source. While much good has 
been done by the press, it tends to 
evil al the while, and vast 
harm hes been done by it. And while 
I do not agree with those who are ready to ex- 
claim that it has done more harm than good, 
still the wickedness which has been the off- 
spring of the press has been enormous, The 
abuse of the dance has been nothing to com-

terlan church forbid every one from engaging 
in the art of printing, or from patronising, or 
having anything to do with the professsion or 
ite works. It tends to evil; it tends to liten- 
tlousness, it tends to worldliness, it tends to 
covetousness ; why then sbouid it pot be abso- 
lately forbidden 7? ' 

The profession of the artist has done mach to 
charm, to enlighten the world, to perpetrate 
ress iuiscences of the past in various forins. It 
instructs. It preserves to us the likenesses of 
departea loved ones; enlarges our ideas, and 
refines ourtaste. And yet who does not know 
that great harm has resulted fromit, Pictures 
have again and again been produ led by the 
profession that are intended to cast odium upon 
a)l (hat is good, and totreat contemptuously all 
that is moral] or religious. The profession tends 
tocvil. Then why not forbidit? Why permit 
Presbyterians to practice it? : 

Social gatheringsand entertainments in socie- 
ty do even where the dance is not conducied, 
produce much of our plearure, and are produc 
tive of much’ good, when properly practiced. 
but who does not know that ihey are often 
abused even when given as church reunions? 
The tendency ip these assemblics often is to 
woridliness. You scarcely ever hear, in the 
comimorn social) gatherings of the country, apy- 
thing said about religion; oor are questions of 
morality, conscience, or prepriety Ciscussed,but 
be common topics of the day are elaborated;and 
there is often puch backbiting and goseip about 
our neighbors, and even scandal is sometimes 
publicly or privately taiked of in thcse gather- 
ings. Songs vot of a religious character are 
suny; the youvg people engage in games and 
playsof different sorts, all of whieh, to sey the 
least of it, may tnd to worldiiness and lasciv- 
jousness as much as dancing does. Why then 
should not the church put an absolute inhibi- 
tion upon all such amusements or gatherings ? 
While I might mention many others, 
I will pame but a e.vgle other profession, 
that of musicand song. Music in its higher 
and more refined strains, peals forth tbe praises 
of God from the organ, the tabret, the harp, and 
many other instruments, which, commingied 
with the voices of menand womea, mare yocal 
the air with the praises of the Eternal. Music 
in the social circles of life does much to charm, 
to el. vate the instincts, refine the taste and en 
large the culture 0’ men, women and children, 
and is delightful, when properly practiced, in 
the social circle. And yet who docs not know 
that music is used as the seduciive syren in 
many of the deepest dens and depthsol iniquity, 
to sllufe youth and unwary manhood, and in- 
nocent, thoughtless females, into the baunts of 
vice, corruption and ruin? While no practice is 
more charmipg in the social circle, and none 
more sacred, elevated and delightful in the re. 
ligious circle, yet noove has a deeper, a more 
damning iufiuence in producing lasciviousness 
in itg most wicked form. It promotes the prac- 
tices ef the evil one in their dark r shades. 
Used in its worst forms, and for its worst pur- 
poses, it tends to every evil enumeraied by Dr. 
Leftwich in his whole series of articles. 
Nothing is forvidden but what is evil. If a 
bad thing has an evil tendency, it is forbidden 
because it is bad and not because of its ten- 
dency. If a good thing has an evil tendency, 
itis not forbidden at all; oply its excess is for 
bidden. Eating may and does in the case of 
many men tend togiulonpy. But eating is not, 
therefore, forbidden. The Apostle James says 
the tongue is a little member, bat it isa thing 
no man can tame. He can guide a ship, says 
he, but not the tongue. The tongue isafire;a 
wor!d ofiniguity; a restiess eyil fall of deadly 
poison, iis use Certainly tends to evil; butit is 
not forbidden. It is the lying and great swell- 
ing words and tale bearing that are forbidden 
The use of wine certainly tends toevil. It 
not only tends to drunkenness, but ivflaitely 
worse, to lust. But Jesus at ihe marriage at 
Cawa of Gallilee provided good wine for tle 
guest, and that too after they had already 
druvk treely. It is mot the drinking of wine, 
norits tendency to lust, nor ite tendency to 
druokeuoess that is forbidden, but only the 
lust and drunkenness themselves It is not 
zea! for the church, but that seal that crucifies 
a Savior or speaks evil of a brother's goud, Uist 
is forbidden. Religion may have an evil ten- 
fepcy, as the fires: f Smithfield and Geneva 
show. But religion is not forbidden. 

How then can the church stand before God or 
the world, prohibiting the dance in all its forms, 
on peivo of suspension or exclusion, while it re- 
fuses to condemn in al) its forms,under like pen- 
alties, the use of wine or intoxicating drinks 
which tend to evil, to lust, to covetousness, 
woridliness and t» every oithercrime ip the Cata- 
logue? How can she, while conducting a cru- 
sade against dancing, neglect or refuse to sis 
pend or exclude her laymen or even her officer, 
who sometimes indulge to excessin this pracs 
tice ? 

All these practices, legitimate and proper as 
they are, when abused, haye a tendency 
to all most all forms of corruption, 
and that tendency is often an accelerated de. 
scentto ruin. They tend to the violation of 
the 7th commandment, They tend to a viola- 
tion of the 10th commandment. They tend to 
wosldjiuessin its worst forms. They tend to 
wickedness, and vice and folly in innumerable 
shapes. Then why, according to the new puri» 
tanical ideas, should not all these professions be 
absolutely forbidden,and Christians be required 
to separate tbemeelves entirely from the world, 
and do as they did {a the Pentieostal May, sel. 
that which they have and bring itand lay it at 
the feet of the preachers, for the common good 
aslongas it wil last? And afterwards, why 
not haye them depend, like Elijah did,upon the 
ravens to feed them’ This doctrine, carried 
out to the extent to which it is attempted to be 
carried in one instance by the learned and 
reverend doctor, will upturn all society, and 
bring general poverty,and prostration and ruin, 
which would again debase mankind to @ state 
little better than the savage. 

The church cannot separate itself from the 
world by simply forbidding dancing, witness!ng 
theatrical performacces, horse races,etc. Iam 
sati:fied thatin no one of the cases mentioned 
is the profession itself wrong or its practice for- 
bidden, yet there is no one of 
tem in*which it is not abused, 
and when fts practices have not been evil, 
and productive of crime and disobedience to the 
morallaw And there is no oneof them in 
which church members are not engaged ; and 
the church cannot separate itself from the world 
without withdrawing its members from all of 
them. 

You may ask me then where shall the charch 
draw the line of demarkation? I answer where 
the Bible draws it; where the Presbyterian con- 
fession of faith draws it, when 1t says “God 
alone is Lord of the conscience’’; mot Dr. Left- 
wich, not the presbytery, not the synod, not ihe 
assembly, God has left it free from the doctrine® 
and commandments of men, which are in any- 
thing contrary to his word, or beside it in mat. 
tera of faith and worship. So that to believe 
such doctrines and obey such commandments 
out of conscience, subverts the true liberty of 
conscience ; and the requiring of implicit faith 
aod an absolute and blind obedience is to des- 
troy liberty of conscience, and subvert reason 
also. 

God then is Lord oi the conscience, and 
each member of the church must be 
left in all the cases mentioned, to the ex, 
ercise of hisown conscientious convictions, as 
to what isa Violation of right and of the word 
of God, in the practice of any one of these pur- 
suits or professions ; and that being a maiter 
between him and his God, the church has no 
right to dominate over him or to make his prac~ 
tice a matter of discipline, until he has car- 
riead ittoa point when it is evil per se, or 
when tbe practice of it is wicked and 
brings reproach upon the cause of Christ, or 
when it violates some known rule of faith and 
practice, as comtainedin the Bible Then the 
church, and not uatil then, should interfere in 
the mode pointed out by the ecriptures and the 
constitution of the church. And after proper 
efforts, ifthe brotheror sister cannct be re 
claimed, he should be cut off from the fellow- 
ship of the shurch. 

But neither the church, nor the pastor of the 
church, is the couseiencs-keeper of the mem- 
berscf the church, norare the members of the 
church bound by any law or rule attempted to 


ie not sustained by the Holy scriptures. And 
in Protestant churches neither the preacher 
nor the elders, nor both together, has a right to 
expound the word of God for a congregation 
| and require them to regetye it az expounded py 


pare withit. Why then should not the Presby- | 


be laid down by men of any association which | 


the minister, for heisat best but a man, sub- 
ject to like pessions with them.- 
selves, and may be and often is mis- 
taken. and his teachings and injunctions erro- 
neous. The church, therefore, is not bound to 
receive such interpretations or practice them 
further than they stand the test when compared 
with the word of God, as laid down in the 
scriptures of the old and new testament. 
Neither Dr. Leftwich nor any other power in 
the church is lord of my conscience; nor does 
he or any Otuer like power have a right to lord 
it over me, or require my blind obedience, when 
his precepts cannot be sustained bythe Holy 
Scripiures, but have to be bolstered up by far- 
fe'ched arguments, falee logic and ,erroneous 
syilogisms. 

It is worth while, in this connection, in look- 
ing back upon the pest utterances of the church, 
to nute that the Westminster assembly of di- 
vines, in enumerating the rules of suspen-ion 
in cases of scandal (meaning according to our 
present mode of expressiou, offenses), laying 
down along listof evils, omitted dancing as 
ou of the offenses, excep in a single case, and 
that is that ‘such as profane the Lord's day by 
dancing, playing at dice,’ etc., may be suspend - 
ed. It was not the round dance, or the square 
dance, or the modern dance. None 
of them were condemned 8A 
an offense justifying suspension, 
but dancing, playing dice, etc , on the Babbath 
day were condemned; not because it wasa 
dance, but because it was a violation of the 
Babbath. Woy did they uot condemn dancing 
as : separate offenee, oron days other than the 
Sabbath? I presume these learned ard wise 
divines had not then heard of the overture from 
the Atlanta presbytery and the utterance which 
wes obtained from the New Orleans assemb iy 
Doubtless they would have been greatly aston- 
ished to have seen the promulgation of such an 
utterance, as they did not consider dancing in 
all ite forms cne of the offenses forbidden by the 
Bible, which justified suspension or exclusion.

Operations of av Organized Gang in

PirtsBurG, Feb. 26.—Sheriff Guffey, 
of Westmoieland county, has succeed- 
ed in unearthing a gang of Molly Ma- 
guires, who have beeu operating for 
three years past in the vicinity of Ir- 
win’s Station, on the Pennsylvania 
Central. Up to the time these men 
began work the relation between miner 
and employer were of _ the 
most amiable disposition, but soon 
after their appearance, the men became 
dissatisfied and this feeling increased 
until it culminated in an open out- 
break. The miners struck, and during 
the lock-out many instances of open 
violence occurred. The townof Irwins 
has been fired seyeral times, and once 
ialf of it was laidin ruins. These fires 
were attributed to carelessness at the 
time. The sheriff obtained a cue, 
ast week, and succeeded in interview- 
ing one of the suspected, who made a 
iull confession. This man, Parifitt, says 
the gang numbered twelve or fif:een 
men,and that they were regulariv or 
ganized, and held periodical meetings 
ino a@hctel near Irwin, They organized 
and conducied the strikes, and during 
one of them acrowd of the Mollies at- 
tacked a man named Fowler, who was 
at work in the mine, but were driven 
off after an exchange of shots 
On the same night they barned the 
Cipplecheck houses and wagons of the 
Bald Eagle mines. They have caused 
ali the fires, and during the July riots 
in this city, they burned haystacks, cut 
telegraph wires and killed a young man 
named Carroll, whose body they placed 
on the railroad track where it was 
discovered at daylight, mangled and 
toro. Parifittalso brought to the sheriff 
ai0ther of the gang, who, on beiny 
cornered up, corroborated Parifitt’s 
story. The rest of the Mollies getting 
wind of the disclosure, fled precipi- 
tately, and detective, were at once 
started in pursuit and were close on 
totbem at last accounts. Great ex- 
citement exists in the village and sur- 
sounding country.

The second section of Banning’s bill 
has been amended so as to give forage 
vo officers. “ Oaly for horses kept and 
actually used by such officers in the 
performance of official duties, when on 
actual duty with troops in the field.” 
The present law permits officers to re- 
ceive forage “for horses actually kept 
by them in service when on duty,” and 
ought to prevent the scandalous prace 
tice of officers certifying upon thei: 
honor that horses are used in the ser- 
vice, when they are used only by mem- 
bers of their family io returning calls ; 
or, a8 has already been shown before 
the committee,in the service of a young 
doctor, the son of Surgeon Uenera! 
Barnes. The number of horses allowed 
has not been curtailed, so that the effi- 
ciency of the officers in the field re. 
mains as great as ever, although their 
social pleasures will be somewhat cur- 
tailed. A still further and more sweep- 
\ng reform is inaugurated by this bill 
by providing that no officer shali re 
ceive quarters except where they are 
furnished by the United States. In 
other words, commutation for quarters 
is cut up by the roots. Under the pres- 
ent management, while officers in act- 
ive service on the plains receive no 
quarters but a tent, and have to pay 
rent on the roof which shelters their 
wives and children, in the g a esc fficeis 
whose duties are confined .. the ger- 
man and a cushioned seat in the war 
department have rent paid for them- 
selves and their families at the rate of 
over $1,000 a week. One instance has 
been brought before the committee, in 
which an officer on duty in this city 
commuted his quarters by having the 
government rent the house in which he 
lives of his wife, who owns it; and she, 
besides being his landlord, drives the 
horse for which the government pro- 
vides forage, under the legal fiction that 
it is actuaily kept for service when the 
oflicer is on duty. The last part of Ban 
ning’s bill increases the pay of non- 
commissioned officers. As this part of 
bill would be open to a poivt of order 
which would send it to the committee 
of the whole, the bill has been divided 
at this point, and the first part, reduc- 
ing the pay of officers, will be reported 
to the house as a separate bill. 

Few things are st:ongerin Washing-~ 
tcn than the social influence of the 
army staff. The vigorous investigation 
which Banning has begun has aroused 
a great storm, whose echoes can be 
heard at every social gathering. The 
exposure of law breaking has rarely 
been @ more disagreeable surprise to 
the law breakers. Probably the most 
frequent complaint is that the commit- 
tee is spending its time over small 
abuses. The country will not be likely 
to think s0 when it knows that the gov- 
ernment pays something like one hun- 
dred dollars a ,day to keep horses not 
used in its service, and nearly one hun- 
dred and fif'y dollers daily to provide 
counforts for officers which it denies to 
officers im active service. The sums 
paid in this way in this city alone ag. 
yregate over $100,000 a year, and the 
same thing is proceeding elsewhere. 
The committee proposes, however, to 
continue its labors, and besides exam 
ining a large proportion of the officers 
on duty here, will summon witnesses 
trom New York, Chicago, and Weat 
Point.

There are 
few, however, who will think of paying so 
much. A man in good socicty~the very best— 
with a family needing from five to eight rooms, 
need not pay over $30 fora house. He can get 
good ones for $25—ior $40 he can very nearly 
have the pick of them all, Houses of four or 
five rooms, neatly finished, and s#::itable for the 
best of people, can be had for $15 to $20 per 
month. A family of six or eight people can get 
a good house, often with garden, , and plen- 
ty of out houses, for $25 to $30 a month. There 
is m0 use in paying a cent more.

Whcreas, it is impossible for the Tax Receiver 
and Co.lectur to reccive the returnsof boih the 
realani person property within the corporate 
limits of this city subject to taxation, and pro- 
perly administer the oath to each one during the 
time he is required by law to do so; and

give in any property at all fur taxation, not even 
a street tix; and, Whereas, there is no ordinance 
by which ths citizen can be compelled to give 
in his property for taxation; and Whereas, sec- 
tion 25 of the city charter makes it the duty of 
the Miyor and General Counc'l to prov de by 
ordinance forthe assessment, levy and collec- 
tion, of au “advalorem’’ taxon all the personal 
property, a8 well as rea), within the incorpor 
ate .imiis of this city. Now, therefore,in order 
the more conveniently to receive the returns of 
those citizens who do give in their property for

Sec. 12. In matters in which the Assistant Tax 
Receivers act separately from the Tax Rec-iver, 
@ majority of their number may act and in 
matters where the Tax Receivera d the Assis 
tants act join'ly, the Tax Receiver and any two 
assistants may act.
